SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


For the year ending March 1, 1883. 


In making a report of the schools for the past year, it 
may be mentioned as a matter for thankfulness that the 
year has been one of general health with both teachers and 
scholars. ‘The schools have thus been kept during the sey- 
eral terms without interruption. “In the judgment of the 
committee the year has been a prosperous one, as it re- 
gards the efficiency of the instruction and the progress made 
by the scholars. It is believed that the year in these re- 
spects will compare favorably with preceding years. 

It has also been a satisfaction to find that the deportment 
of the scholars in the séveral schools has been with but little 
exception very good. The scholars have been for the most part 
respectful and obedient to their teachers and attentive to their 
studies. This may be regarded incidentally as indicating that 
the teachers have had a friendly co-operation on the part of 
the parents, since it will ever be found that parents and 
guardians haye a strong influence either in helping on or 
hindering the work of the teacher. ‘There has been hardly 
any change in the text books, those in use being about the 
game as last year.

This school has now been taught successfully by Miss 
Lane for two years. It is obviously no easy task to in- 
struct an ungraded school of fifty or more scholars, with its 
numerous classes and multiplicity of interests, and yet to do 
it justice in some good measure. Miss Lane has brought 
both courage and skill to her task and has wrought well 
during the year. Her classes have shown by their profi- 
ciency that she has not labored without good results. Miss 
Lane has drilled four of her classes in supplementary read- 
ing which she has furnished. In addition also to the regu- 
lar studies, she has taught a class orally in Physiology, and 
a class of seven in bookkeeping. They kept their books 
with a neatness creditable to both teacher and scholar.
